We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account 
groups  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire  foe  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1983  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon,  dated  March  6,  1984.  As  part  of  our 
examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is 
to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent 
of  other  such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but  not 
absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use 
or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable 
assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control  should 
not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these 
factors  necessarily  requires  estimates  and  judgement  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering  the 
potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  the 
performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of 
instructions,  mistakes  of  judgement,  carelessness,  or  other  personal  factors.  Control 
procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be 
circumvented  by  collusion.  Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented 
intentionally  by  management  with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgements  required  in 
the  preparation  of  financial  statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of 
internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures 
may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  condition  and  that  the  degree  of 
compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  for 
the  year  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system.  Such  study  and 
evaluation  did  not  disclose  any  material  weaknesses.  However,  the  recommendations 
on  administration  and  operational  matters  not  directly  related  to  internal  accounting 
control,  as  listed  below,  were  developed  from  our  observation  of  the  Town's 
operations.     They  are  not  the  result  of  a  special  study.

ACCOUNTING  FOR  CASH 

We  were  pleased  to  observe  that  the  Town  implemented  our  prior 
recommendations  regarding  custody  and  reporting  of  cash.  We  no  longer  consider  the 
Town  to  have  a  material  weakness  in  internal  accounting  control  over  cash.  However, 
we  believe  that  the  number  of  bank  accounts  in  the  General,  Capital  Projects,  and 
Enterprise  Funds  make  reconciliation  and  reporting  procedures  unduly  cumbersome  and 
time  consuming.  As  a  short  term  solution,  we  recommend  that  the  Town  continue  to 
consolidate  bank  accounts  by  individual  fund.  For  the  long  term,  we  recommend  that 
the  Town  consider  a  pooled  cash  account,  which  would  maximize  return  on  temporarily 
idle  funds  and  simplify  cash  accounting. 

RECORDING  OF  ACCOUNTS  PAYABLE 

Currently,  the  Town  holds  its  books  open  for  a  short  time  after  year  end  in  order 
to  record  any  outstanding  bills  in  the  proper  year.  This  unnecessarily  complicates 
year  end  closing  procedures  for  the  Selectmen's  and  Treasurer's  Offices.  We 
recommend  that  the  Town  consider  recording  accounts  payable  and  cut-off  activity 
promptly  at  year  end.  Under  separate  cover,  we  have  provided  operating  staff  with 
suggested  procedures  to  accomplish  this  recommendation. 

ENTERPRISE  FUND  ACCOUNTING  METHODS 

Accounting  records  in  the  Water  and  Sewer  Enterprise  Funds  consist  primarily  of 
cash  receipt  and  disbursement  journals.  We  recommend  that  the  Enterprise  Funds 
adopt  a  double  entry  accounting  system.  This  would  provide  better  management 
information  and  would  ease  the  transition  to  computer  application  in  the  future. 


FEDERAL  INFORMATION  RETURNS 

Payments  to  unincorporated  service  providers  in  excess  of  $600  must  receive  a 
Form  1099  Information  Return  with  name,  address,  taxpayer  identification  number, 
and  total  amount  of  remuneration.  In  addition,  if  the  Town  anticipates  making 
payments  to  a  business  in  this  category  and  does  not  have  the  business's  tax 
identification  number,  it  must  withhold  twenty  percent  of  the  payment.  We 
recommend  that  the  Town  identify  all  unincorporated  service  providers  and  insure  that 
it  is  in  compliance  with  federal  requirements. 

COMPUTERIZATION  OF  OPERATIONS 

During  our  fieldwork,  we  noted  that  in-house  computerization  of  functions 
formerly  performed  by  a  service  bureau  was  in  progress.  We  commend  the  Town  for 
its  efforts  to  achieve  cost  savings  in  this  area.  We  urge  Town  officials  to  develop  a 
written  plan  of  other  areas  where  the  benefits  of  computer  application  would  be 
economical.  We  recognize  that  budgetary  constraints  will  be  a  factor  in  the  time 
frame  for  implementation  of  the  plan,  but  strongly  believe  that  a  plan  developed  by 
the  Town,  not  the  vendor,  is  essential  to  the  long-term  success  of  the  project. 
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GENERAL  FUND  CASH  DISBURSEMENTS  JOURNAL 

The  current  cash  disbursements  system  utilized  in  the  General  Fund  is  inadequate 
for  the  Town.  We  recommend  that  the  Town  immediately  consider  utilizing  one  of 
the  many  commercial  bookkeeping  systems  on  the  market.  Adoption  of  this 
recommendation  would  considerably  streamline  the  accounting  function. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale  for  their 
assistance  and  cooperation  during  our  engagement.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1984 


During  1984  many  changes  took  place  within  the  Hinsdale  Police 
Department  both  in  staffing  and  operational  philosophy.  Hope- 
fully these  changes  will  enhance  the  departments  image,  and 
allow  it  to  serve  the  community  in  a  professional  manner. 

Unlike  past  years  we  will  not  list  the  myriad  of  topics  con- 
cerning the  department.  This  will  not  be  done  for  two  reasons, 
first  my  initial  investigation  of  past  figures  indicates  that 
the  accuracy  of  some  figures  cannot  be  verified,  secondly, 
more  important  than  the  figures  themselves  are  the  trends  that 
are  shown  by  them.  These  trends  then  need  to  be  analyzed  for 
implementing  future  programs. 

Based  on  information  that  is  available  major  investigations  by 
the  department  have  increased  approximately  20%  over  last  year. 
Areas  of  concern  are  an  increase  of  alcohol  related  offenses, 
drug  offenses  and  crimes  against  the  person.  Property  crimes 
such  as  burglary  are  either  holding  at  or  are  slightly  lower 
than  the  past. 

The  Police  Department  itself  needs  improvement  in  many  areas  and 
this  can  only  be  accomplished  with  community  support.  The 
citizens  of  Hinsdale  showed  exceptional  judgement  in  having 
the  professional  survey  of  the  department  undertaken.  Equally 
important  is  the  implementation  of  the  various  components  of 
the  study.  The  department  definitely  needs  a  permanent  location 
and  I  feel  that  the  current  location  on  River  Street  is  a  good 
one  if  our  present  building  is  modernized.  Other  areas  needing 
attention  are  equipment,  and  wages.  In  order  to  build  stability 
into  our  Police  Department  a  competitive  salary  and  good  equip- 
ment are  going  to  be  necessary  so  that  qualified  personnel  can 
be  retained. 

Finnally  our  department  needs  good  communication  with  the 
community  so  that  problems  can  be  identified  and  corrected. 
I  would  encourge  those  members  of  the  community  with  specif 
concerns  to  contact  me  or  any  member  of  the  department  so 
that  we  can  mutually  work  toward  a  solution. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  those  who  have 
supported  the  departments  efforts  during  the  past  year.  Add- 
itionally we  hope  to  upgrade  and  improve  service  to  the 
community  in  the  upcoming  year.
